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CALDWELL  COUNTY  COURT  HOUSE 

This  buildin>i-  was  built  in  1898,  taking-  the  place  of  an 
old  brick  structut-e  that  burned  the  year  before.  It  is  a 
lar^e  and  commodius  brick  building,  trimmed  with  Bedford 
stone,  steam  heated  and  pipe  for  waterworks  and  gas  light 

ing. 

The  dimensions  are  70ft.  x  100ft,  three  stories  and  base- 
ment. It  was  built  by  the  Stanberry  Pressed  Brick  Co. 
after  plans  furnished  by  L.  Grant  Middaugh,  of  Kansas 
City.  Col.  J.  W.  Harper,  of  Hamilton,  then  Presiding  Judge 
of  the  C'ounty  Court,  superintended  the  building  of  it. 

This  building  is  taken  care  of  by  S.  W.  Thompson,  fam- 
iliarly known  as  "Scotty'',  who  has  given  his  entire  time 
to  the  janitorship  since  June  1903,  his  services  having  been 
entirelv  satisfactory  to  the  officials  and  the  County  Court.

In  many  respects,  north-west  Missouri  excels  any  part 
of  the  United  States.  For  agriculture,  its  prairies  rival 
any  of  the  west:  for  thrift,  enterprise  and  hospitality  it 
stands  the  peer  of  any  land. 

Caldwell  County  is  located  in  this,  the  Eden  of  the 
west:  in  the  midst  of  a  land  of  plenty,  of  lowing-  herd  and 
fattening  swine. 

The  first  settler  to  make  his  home  within  the  present 
limits  of  Caldwell  Countyi  is  said  to  have  been  Jesse  Mann, 
Sr.,  who  settled  near  the  present  site  of  Kingston  in  the 
spring-  of  1831.  At  that  time  this  territory  was  known  as 
Caldwell  Township,  Ray  County,  and  while  there  were 
scattering  settlements  from  that  time  on  yet,  up  to  the  year 
183H,  there  was  not  a  town  or  even  a  store,  in  what  is  now 
Caldwell  county,  the  nearest  being  at  Richmond. 

The  first  town  in  the  county  was  Salem,  two  miles 
south-east  of  the  present  site  of  Kingston. 

Caldwell  County  was  organized  in  1836,  the  intention 
being  to  have  a  county  made  up  entirely  of  Mormons,  who 
selected  Far  West  as  their  New  Jerusalem  and  at  which 
place  the  seat  of  justice  was  established.  Mormons  came 
pouring  in  rapidly  from  all  over  the  United  States  until  at 


the  time  of  the  exodus,  the  population  of  the  county  was 
about  six  thousand,  and  Far  We«t  was  the  largest  town  in 
Missouri,  north  of  the  river,  and  the  largest  town  that  ever 
was  within  the  borders  of  Caldwell  County,  having-  about 
2500  inhabitants. 

It  was  here  the  Mormons  made  preparations  to  build 
a  Grand  Temple,  which,  however,  they  were  not  permitted 
to  build.  Nothing-  now  remains  to  mark  the  location  of 
Far  West  except  the  excavation  for  the  temple,  which  may 
be  seen  at  almost  its  orig-inal  depth,  a  few  stone  scattered 
about  the  temple  site  and  the  visitor  is  also  shown  the 
"stone  that  fell  from  heaven"  to  iSe  the  chief  corner  stone. 

The  cemetery,  where  sleep  many  followers  of  Josepj 
Smith,  fell  into  disuse  and  has  long  since  been  in  cultiva- 
tion and  pasturage. 

Far  West  is  buried  in  the  past  as  effectually  as  if  the 
eartii  had  opened  and  eng'ulfed  the  Mormon  city. 

The  Mormon  war  occuring  in  1 838,  resulted  in  the  ex- 
pulsion of  that  sect  from  the  stats,  only  a  few  remaining. 
Amid  many  privations  they  made  their  way  to  Nauvoo,Ill. 
during-  the  winter  of  1838-39,  reducing-  the  population  of  the 
county  to  perhaps  less  than  one  thousand. 

Far  West  continued  to  be  the  county  seat- until  in  i842. 
when  commissioners  appointed  for  that  purpose,  selected 
Kingston,  and  in  1843  all  offices  and  records  were  trans- 
ferred to  that  place. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  locate  the  county  seat  at  Sa- 
lem, but  it  was  unsuccessful.  This  town  too,  is  but  a  re- 
membrance. 

The  Hannibal  &  St.  Joseph  railroad  was  built  in  i'85t) 
and  opened  up  a  way  of  communication  to  this  vast  section 
of  as  fine  prairie  as  ever  the  sun  smiled  on.  It  was  not 
until  1887  that  the  southern  part  of  the  county  was  opened 
up  by  the  building-  of  the  Chicago.  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
railroad.  The  county  has  twelve  townships  and  has  been 
under  township  organization  since  i872.

The  Caldwell  County  Court  is  composed  of  the  above 
gentlemen,  whose  services  as  such  court  have  been  hig-hly 
satisfactory. 

Presiding-  Judge  J.  N.  Chapman,  was  born  in  Quebec, 
Canada,  in  1846,  but  was  reared  in  Wisconsin.  Has  been 
a  resident  of  this  county  thirty  six  years  and  is  one  of  the 
leading-  farmers  and  stockman  of  FairvieAv  twp.,  owning  a 
large  and  well  stocked  farm.  He  is  serving  a  second  term 
and  has  made  a  very  able  official  and  carefully  looked 
after  the  interests  of  the  county. 

Judge  J.  W.  Rice,  of  Eastern  Dist.  born  in  Ohio,  in 
1846.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  inlisted  in  the  Union  army 
and  served  until  the  close  of  the  civil  war,  on  the  gun-boat 
Curlew,  No.  12  Mississippi  Squadron.  Coming  to  Caldwell 
in  1869,  he  has  made  this  his  home  ever  since  and  has  been 
very  successful  as  a  farmer.  He  lives  at  Cowgill  and  has 
made  a  creditable  record  as  a  county  official  in  his  present 
position. 

Judg-e  Geo.  N.  Elliott,  of  the  Western  Dist.,  was  born 
in  Ohio  in  1849,  and  came  to  this  county  at  the  age  of  nine- 
teen and  has  since  resided  near  Mirable,  Judge  Elliott  is 
a  farmer  and  owns  a  well  improved  farm.  Judge  Elliott  cer- 
tainly deserves  a  second  term  for  his  record  has  been  one  of 
efficient  service  and  he  is  a  gentleman  of  undoubted  integrity. 


Caldwell  county  has  had  four  court  houses,  two  of 
which  were  burned,  and  now  has  a  new  building  and  one 
of  the  neatest  in  the  state,  costing-  about  $30,000. 

The  g-reater  part,  perhaps  all  of  the  county  is  under- 
laid with  a  fine  quality  of  bituminous  coal,  one  mine  being- 
in  operation  at  Hamilton.  Oil  and  g-as  also  are  thoug-ht  to 
abound  in  certain  parts  of  the  county  and  immense  beds  of 
limestone  are  found  in  many  places. 

The  Klondike  rock  quarry,  one  and  a  half  miles  soutli 
east  of  King-ston.  is  one  of  the  larg-est  quarries  in  the  state, 
and  has  been  pronounced  by  experts  to  be  even  better  than 
the  famous  Bedford  limestone. 

Taxable  waalth  of  Caldwell  County  is  about  $8,000,000. 
Horses,  mules,  sheep,  cattle  and  hog-s  are  the  principal  live 
stock  raised  and  have  a  taxable  wealth  of  about  $7,000,000. 
The  county  is  entirely  out  of  debt,  has  g-ood  public  build- 
ing-s:  the  various  streams  of  the  county  are  spanned  by 
many  steel  bridg-es  and  there  is  about  $80,000  in  the  school 
fund  of  the  county. which  is  loaned  at  6  per  cent.  The  coun- 
ty is  rapidly  coming  to  be  one  of  the  leading-  dairy  coun- 
ties in  the  state. 

There  are  78  schools  in  the  county,  employing-  95  teach- 
ers and  accommodating-  4436  pupils. 

Taxes  assessed  for  school  purposes  ag-greg-ate  $50,000 
annually.  Tlie  churches  and  lodges  are  well  represented  in 
the  various  towns  and  further  mention  will  l)e  made  in  the 
descriptive  write  up  of  each  town. 

There  are  also  ten  newspapers  in  the  county  which  will 
also  be  referred  to  later. 

The  people  of  Caldwell  County  are  enterprising;  and 
I)rog-ressive  as  is  evidenced  by  the  find  public  building's, 
schools  and  churches  and  many  fine  residences  scattered 
throug-hout  the  country. 

It  is  well  supplied  by  modern  conveniences  such  as  the 
telephone  and  free  rural  mail  delivery,  almost  all  parts  of 
the  countv  being-  reached  by  both  telephone  and  mail. 


It  is  certainly  a  pleasure  to  dwell  in  a  county  so  fav- 
ored by  nature  and  amono-  the  refined  and  cultivated  class 
of  people  that  ^o  to  make  Caldwell  County  one  of  the  best 
in  orand  old  Missouri. 

Caldwell  County  is  a  land  of  plenty:  no  man  within  her 
borders  need  f>()  without  em])loyment.  for  the  various  in- 
dustries are  enou^^-h  to  sui>ply  work  foi-  all  tliose  who  will 
work:  way-es  are  u()()d  and  day  laborei-s.  al)le  and  willin;^- 
to  '^vork,  are  always  in  demand. 

And  yet  the  county  is  susce})tible  to  ji'reater  develo])- 
ment.  With  a  railway  openin^f  up  the  central  part  o+'  the 
county,  with  its  coal,  stone  and  shale,  the  i)ossi])ilities  are- 
j^reat  indeed. 

Politically,  the  county  is  republican,  but  the  fact  re- 
mains that  of  whatever  party,  the  num  who  wishes  to  serve 
the  pe()})le.  must  be  a  man  of  character  and  fully  capable 
.  to  discharo-e  the  duties  and  responsibilities  likely  to  come 
with  the  office  to  which  he  aspires.

After  spending  a  few  years  at  home  with  his 
atied  parents,  he  attended  the  Missouri  State  University  Law  School 
and  graduated.  Was  elected  in  1900  and  re-elected  in  1902  to  the  office 
of  Prosecutintr  Attorney  of  Caldwell  County,  after  practicing  law  at 
Polo  a  few  years,  and  Le  made  an  enviable  record  as  Prosecutintf  At- 
torney. 

Married  Miss  Lela  Madden  of  Clinton  county,  to  which  union  was 
born  three  childten:  Robert  Donald,  Lela  Frances  and  Georye  Madden, 
ayed  ten.  seven  and  two  re-ipectively. 

Was  nominated  and  elected"  to  Cont^ress  in  1904.  making-  a  re- 
markable campaign  and  being  the  first  republican  ever  elected  from 
this,  the  third  district.  Mr.  Klepper  is  a  man  of  strong  personality, 
narked  abillity  and  undoubted  Integrity.  He  enjoys  the  reputation  of 
being  the  second  largest  man  physically,  in  the  House,  is  of  commanding 
appearance,  and.  unlike  most  new  members,  is  not  sitting  idly  by,  but  is 
taking  an  ae-tive  part  in  the  deliberaiions  and  is  on  some  very  important 
t  onjnjittees.

THE  land  on  which  Kin^'ston  is  hx'ated  was  donated  to 
the  county,  for  county  seat  purposes  by  James  Ram- 
sey and  Samuel  Hill.  It  was  laid  out  in  1842,  lots 
sold  at  auction  and  proceeds  applied  to  the  erection  of  a 
court  house.  The  town  was  named  in  honor  of  Gov.  Aus- 
tin A.  Kinu-. 

In  1843  all  offices  and  records  of  the  county  were  moved 
from  Far  West  to  Kin^'ston  and  the  business  in  u-eneral 
was  transferred  to  the  new  county  seat. 

Kin^-ston  has  not  made  the  rapid  g'rowth  of  other  towns. 
])ut  its  g-rowth  has  been  permanent  and  it  has  kept  pace 
with  the  general  improvement  of  the  county.  Its  people  are 
enterprising-  and  progressive  and  have  endeavored  to  build 
up  the  town  and  make  it  a  desirable  place  to  live  in  and  a 
capital  of  which  the  county  mig-ht  be  proud. 

It  has  been  the  ambition  of  King-ston  to  have  railway 
facilities,  and  at  one  time,  for  a  ])eriod  of  about  ten  years. 


it  had  a  short  line  to  Hamilton.  wJiich  was  forced  to  dis- 
continue because  of  the  arbitrary  policy  of  the  Burlin<j;-ton 
system. 

The  story  of  the  Burlington's  dealing's  has  never  aj)- 
peared  in  print  for  obvious  reasons,  but  in  justice  to  the 
towns  of  Hamilt(^n  and  Kingston  a  short  review  is  here 
g'iven. 

The  intention  of  the  promoters  was  to  build  a  road 
from  Kingston  to  Polo  connecting  with  the  Milwaukee,  but 
Hamilton  offered  to  share  the  burden  and  subscribed  liber- 
ally, and  as  a  result,  the  road  was  built  there.  In  1890  the 
Haine's  Hamilton  and  Kingston  Railroad  was  built,  the 
rails  being  leased  from  the  Burlington  at  $1000  i^er  year. 
The  road  was  shortly  sold  and  finally  fell  into  tlie  hands  of 
the  Hamilton  &  Kingston  R.  R.  Co.  with  a  capital  stock  of 
$90,000,  composed  of  eight  men  from  Kingston  and  a 
like  number  from  Hamilton. 

The  Burlington  system  fixed  the  freight  rates  (except 
between  the  two  towns)  audited  and  recieved  all  through 
freight  money,  furnished  repairs  and  rendered  its  statement 
monthly,  less  the  rental  for  rails,  etc., and  it  did  not  take 
the  new  company  long  to  see  that  expenses  must  be  reduced 
and  the  earning  power  increased,  or  the  road  quit  business. 

As  the  road  was  a  good  feeder  for  the  Burlington,  they 
were  asked  to  reduce  the  rental  on  the  rails  which  they  re- 
fused to  do. 

Then  the  plan  to  increase  the  earnings  was  taken  up 
and  it  was  proposed  to  build  south  two  miles  to  the  Klon- 
dike stone  quarry,  and  develop  that,  and  the  Burlington 
was  asked  to  furnish  rails  at  the  same  rental  for  that  pur- 
pose. This  they  agreed  to  do  providing  that  the  Hamilton 
&  Kingston  R.  R.  C'o.  would  bind  themselves  not  to  extend 
the  road  farther. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  sell  the  rcnid  and  a  ])uyer  was 
found  who  would  purchase,  providing  the  road  was  exten- 
ded to  Polo.  It  was  then  decided  to  bond  the  road  and  ex- 
tend it  to  that  point.     President  Case,  of  the  Lincoln  Trust

XTAMILTON,  the  Prairie  City,  and  metropolis  of  Cald- 
•^■^  well  County,  is  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
county  and  near  the  center,  east  and  west,  and  on  the  Han- 
nibal &  St.  Joseph  railroad. 

It  is  about  159  miles  west  of  Quincy,  50  miles  east  of 
St.  Joseph  and  about  70  miles  from  Kansas  City. 

Hamilton  was  laid  out  by  the  Hamilton  Town  Company 
in  1856,  but  made  little  progress  for  two  or  three  years  and 
in  1859  had  but  three  families  residing  there.  The  building 
of  the  Hannibal  in  that  year  however,  infused  some  life  in- 
to the  town  but  it  did  not  make  much  permanent  advance- 
ment until  after  the  war.

This  building-  is  a 
modern  structure  and  nicely  furnished,  a  cut  of  wiiich  ap- 
pears in  this  directory. 

The  Presbyterian  and  C-ong-regational  churches  are 
also  new  and  up-to-date  buildings,  costing  about  $4,000 
each  and  in  harmony  with  the  advancement  of  the  cause 
they  represent  and  of  the  times.

Hi'wkfnrid^c,  a  hustlinj^  little  city,  situated  in  the  noj-tli 
east  |)art  of  theeounty  on  the  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph  rail- 
r'oad.  is  surrounded  by  as  fine  praii-ie  land  as  the  eye  could 
wish  to  see. 

The  postoft'ice  at  this  place  was  oi-ij>inal]y  called  (irand 
Iliver  post  office, but  in  IHofi  it  was  named  l^reckenrid^e  by  J. 
B,  Terrill,  who  was  a  ^reat  admirer  of  John  ( '.  Breckenrid^-e. 
The  town  was  laid  out  after  the  survey  had  been  made  for- 
the'Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph  R.  K..  and  tlie  jrpowth  was  slow, 
it  was  incor])orated  in  186!)  and  has  made  a  steady,  thoui^h 
not  raj)id  j^rowth  since  that  time. 

Breckenridj^e  has,  however,  in  past  few  years  awakened 
to  the  necessity  of  doin^  things.  Jt  has  a  nice  |)ark  with 
yi-and  stand  and  paved  walks  and  a  <roodly  lot  of  granitoid 
walks  and  crossings. 

The  telephone  exchanj^e  is  well  patronized  and  during' 
the  past  year  the  city  voted  $10,000  V)onds  for  the  purpose  of 
buildinj<  an  electric  li^ht  plant  which  is  now  in  full  opera- 
tion. This  is  the  only  case  of  municipal  ownej-shij)  of  pub- 
lic utilities  in  the  county  and  bids  fait-  to  be  a  very  suc- 
cessful \enture. 


The  fui'niture  factory  of  Ward  &  Son  is  the  most  exten- 
sive factory  of  any  kind  in  the  county,  or  in  this  part  of  the 
state.  Mr  Ward  lias  been  a  resident  of  Breckenrid^'e  al- 
most from  the  founding-  of  the  town  and  has,  from  very  small 
l)e^-innin^-,  ])ni]tup  this  larg-e  enterprise,  and  is  now  one  of 
the  best  exami)les  of  the  type  of  self  made  man  in  Caldwell 
( 'ountv.

Tli9  M.  E.  Church,  Soutli,  Presbyterian,  Cono*reo-ation- 
al  and  Baptist  each  have  frame  buildinos  and  a  fair  mem- 
ship. 

Tliere  is  also  a  Catholic  cliurch. 

The  school  buildin^-  is  a  g'ood  bvick  having  six  rooms. 
There  are  6  teachers  employed  and  2+0  pupils  in  attendance. 

A  cut  of  the  buidino-  appears  in  this  Directory. 

Breckenrido-e  has  one  newspaper.  The  Bulletin,  owned 
and  edited  by  J.  T.  Kennower.  Mr.  Kennower  has  perhaps 
the  best  plant  in  the  county  and  it  certainly  was  the  busiest 
office  the  writer  visited  while  preparing-  this  Directory.

Kidder,  situated  in  the  north-west  part  of  the  county 
and  on  the  Hannibal  &  St.  Joseph  railroad,  was  founded 
and  laid  out  by  Henry  P.  Kidder  in  1860.  Thayer  College 
was  established  there  but  failed  to  get  sufficient  support 
and  the  building  was  finally  sold  to  the  Congregational 
church  for  academy  purposes. 

Kidder  is  situated  on  high  prairie  land  overlooking  a 
vast  scope  of  country  in  every  direction.  It  is  near  the 
Daviess  county  line,  and  in  fact,  a  part  of  the  town  was 
laid  out  in  that  countv. 


It  has  a  hospitable  and  kindly  people,  d.n-oted  to  edu- 
cation and  to  the  hig-her  purposes  of  life,  and  is  noted  more 
for  the  fact  that  the  institute  is  here  located,  than  perhaps 
any  other  thing-.  Its  people  poii.t  with  pride  to  it  and  well 
may  they  be  proud  of  such  an  institution  for  it  is  a  credit 
not  only  to  Kidder,  but  to  the  entire  county. 

On  another  pag-e  is  given  an  exterior  view  of  Tliayer 
Hall,  toward  which  so  many  young-  people  have  turned 
their  eyes  with  the  hope  o^  being-  helped  to  enter  life  well 
trained,  and  have  done  so  not  in  vain. 

The  town  has  a  bank  which  is  doing  an  excPi)tionally 
g"ood  business  and  is  one  of  the  solid  institutions  of  the 
county.  It  has  lately  chang-ed  manag'ement  because  of  the 
fact  that  Mr.  J.  H.  Burnett,  the  retiring'  cashier,  found  the 
increasing-  work  too  arduous  for  him  and  saw  the  need  of 
a  young-er  man. 

Kidder  also  has  one  of  the  neatest  made  up  counti-y 
weeklies  to  be  found  anywhere  and  it  is  receiving-  tlie  loyal 
support  of  the  business  men  and  is  certainly  deserving-  it. 
The  Kidder  Independent,  is  owned  and  published  by  W.  A. 
Black  and  Mrs.  Black,  esteemable  young- people,  who  are 
working-  earnestly  to  make  the  paper  a  success  and  it  is 
one  that  would  do  credit  to  a  much  larger  town. 

The  Caldwell  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company,  luiv- 
ing-  200  share  holders,  is  also  a  Kidder  org-anization.  The 
company  is  out  of  debt,  have  g-ood  service  and  have  made 
but  one  assessment  in  the  three  years  they  have  operated. 
Mr.  J.  H.  Burnett  is  president  and  Cluirles  A.  M4z.  secre- 
tary. 

A  neat  frame  school  building-  is  presided  over  by  three 
teachers  and  there  is  an  attendance  of  about  100  pui)ils. 

There  are  several  churches.  The  Methodist  Kpisc'()[)al 
has  the  larg-est  meml)ership,  having-  about  100  m  nnl»ers. 

The  C'ong-regational  and  C'hristian  churches  each  have 
about  80  members.     All  have  frame  buildings.

POLO  I 

Population    700  | 

This  lively  little  city  is  situated  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  county,  and  on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Railroad,  about  fifty  miles  north-east  of  Kansas  City  and 
six  miles  directly  south  of  the  county  seat. 

The  settlement  of  Polo  commenced  in  1871  and  five  years 
later  had  a  population  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty.  It 
was  not  platted  until  nearly  ten  years  later  than  this,  in 
1886,  just  a  short  time  before  the  building-  of  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Pvailroad. 

At  the  present  time,  Polo  is  a  thriving  little  city  of  the 
fourth  class,  and  during  the  past  year  or  two  has  made 
very  great  advancement.  Several  new  buildings  have  been 
built  and  granitoid  sidewalks  and  crossings  are  becoming 
more  in  evidence  and  add  much  to  the  convenience  and  im- 
provement of  the  place. 

One  building  that  has  been  built  within  the  past  few 
years  and  which  is  deserving  of  special  mention,  is  the  new 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  a  cut  of  which  appears 
in  this  directory.     It  was  finished  somewhat  more  than  two 


years  ago  at  a  cost  of  about  -$(),')00  and  is  a  modern  struc- 
ture and  one  which  many  a  larger  town  could  point  to  with 
pride. 

While  speaking-  of  new  building-s  it  w^ould  be  well  to 
menti<m  that  of  the  First  National  Bank  building  just  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  of  $3,000,  and  which  is  the  neatest,  best 
equipped  and  most  modern  banking  house  in  the  county. 
The  first  floor  is  fitted  up  for  the  First  National  Bank  and 
is  handsomely  furnished  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  do  business 
in  such  pleasant  environment.  It  is  not  only  inviting  in 
appearance  but  the  equipment  is  first  class  throughout  in 
every  respect,  no  expense  being  spared  to  make  it  an  up-to- 
date  banK.  It  has  a  double  vault,  with  safety  deposit  box- 
es for  its  patrons,  and  everything  necessary  for  the  protec- 
tion and  welfare  of  the  bank  and  its  depositors. 

The  second  story  is  fitted  up  for  office  use  and  the  rooms 
are  all  nicely  finished.  The  entire  building  is  heated  by  a 
large  furnace  situated  in  the  basement. 

This  bank  was  organized  in  September  1905,  with  a  cap- 
ital stock  of  $30,000,  owned  by  thirty-seven  shareholders.  At 
the  close  of  the  first  six  month's  business  there  was  $67,000 
deposits,  speaking  well  for  the  confidence  in  which  this  in- 
stitution is  held  by  the  community. 

The  Cashier,  Mr.  J.  B.  Bathgate,  is  a  young  man  of 
sterling  business  qualities  and  is  a  very  accommodating 
gentleman. 

Polo  also  has  another  bank  which  has  been  doing  a 
very  successful  business  for  several  years.  The  Farmers 
Bank  is  one  of  the  old,  substantial  banks  of  the  county  and 
has  won  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  people  by  fair  and 
upright  dealings.  Last  year  a  new  managment  took  charge 
of  its  afi'airs,  raising  its  capital  stock  from  $20,000  to  $26,000 
in  order  to  better  accomodate  the  growing  business  of  the 
institution.  It  is  nicely  located  in  a  new  building,  having 
fire  proof  vaults  and  good  fixtures,  etc.  They  contemplate 
however,  making  extensive  improvements  this  year  and  pre- 
pare to  better  serve  the  interests  of  the  public.     The  officers 


of  the  bank  are:  J.  E.  Linville,  Pres.:  W.  C.  Stone,  1st. 
Vice  Pres.;  W.  S.  Bathg-ate,  2nd.  Vice  Pres.:  John  G. 
VVitliers.  Cashier  and  E.  C.  Muck,  Assistant. 

Mr.  Withers  has  shown  able  manag'ement  of  the  bank's 
attairs  and  is  a  pleasant  and  ag-reeable  g-entleman,  and  his 
assistant,  Ml\  Muck,  who  is  also  book-keeper,  is  experien- 
ced in  that  profession,  having-  served  a  Kansas  City  bank 
ia  that  capacity  for  six  years.  Since  July  1st,  the  new 
manag-ement  has  added  $4,000  to  the  surplus  and  profits.

Polo  has  an  energetic  class  of  busiuess  men  and  is  one 
of  the  best  trading-  points  in  the  county.  Nearly  all  of  the 
enterprising-  business  firms  are  represented  in  the  advertis- 
ing- columns  of  this  directory. 

Two  newspapers  are  published  here.  The  Polo  News, 
an  independent  weekly,  is  published  by  Maytum  and  Jones 
and  edited  by  Clyde  S.  Jones.  The  Vindicator  is  published 
by  Wing-er  and  Bakhvin.  These  papers  are  well  supported 
by  advertisers  and  lend  their  aid  to  the  advancement  of  the 
interests  of  Polo. 

The  Polo  Public  Schools  employ  four  teachers  and 
have  a  g-ood  attendance.  One  thing-  remarkable  about  the 
g-raduating-  class  this  year  is  the  fact  that,  out  of  a  class  of 
nine,  all  are  young;  men  except  one.  This  is  unusual  and 
speaks  well  for  the  oncoming-  g-eneration  of  young-  men  of 
Polo.  The  school  building-  is  a  two-story  brick  of  w^hich  a 
cut  will  be  found  elsewhere. 

The  Milwaukee  Railroad  is  now  preparing  to  build  its 
coal  shutes  at  this  point  and  also  will  place  a  turn-table 
here. 

Polo  has  not  the  number  of  lodges  and  churches  of  the 
ordinary  town  of  this  size,  but  those  that  are  represented 
have  a  more  earnest  support  because  it  is  concentrated  on 
a  less  number.     This  is  very  fortunate.    Where  new  lodg-es

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Braymer,  situated  in  the  south-eastern  part  of  the  county 
on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railroad,  is,  with- 
out question,  the  liveliest  city  in  the  county. 

The  town  was  laid  out  and  platted  in  April  188-7,  by 
the  Milwaukee  Land  Company,  the  year  that  the  road  was 
built,  the  company  buying-  the  land  from  Robert  Steenrod 
at  $40  per  acre,  which  was  considered  a  good  price  for  the 
land  at  that  time.  In  the  vicinity  of  Bra\^mer  now,  land 
frequently  sells. for  from  $75  to  $100  per  acre  and  there  is 
perhaps  no  land  within  a  radius  of  10  miles  that  can  be 
bought  for  $40  per  acre. 

Mr  Steenrod,  now  a  mail  of  perhaps  70  years  of  age,  is 
yet  living  in  his  farm  house  which  is  located  in  the  center 
of  Braymer. 

Braymer  is  surrounded  by  a  very  fertile  section  of 
country  and  has  a  large  territory  to  draw  from  and  has  a 
marvelous  trade  and  ships  more  stock  than  any  town  on 
the  Milwaukee  Railroad  between  Ottumwaand  Kansas  City. 
It  has  two  or  three  of  the  largest  stocks  of  goods  and  many 
of  the  most  enterprising  business  men  to  be  found  in  the 
county.

A  brick  and  tile  plant  is  operated  by  Wm  McCubbin  and 
is  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity  and  yet  is  not  able  to  fill  all 
orders  coming  in  and  is  compelled  to  ship  from  other  points. 

A  broom  factory  is  also  among"  its  enterprises  and  is 
operated  by  Mr  Hewitt  which  has  received  a  large  local 
and  foreign  patronage. 

Two  newspapers  are  published  here.  The  Braymer  Bee 
by  C.  P.  Dorsey,  is  an  independent  weekly,  having  a  cir- 
culation of  over  a  thousand.  The  Comet  is  edited  by  C.  K. 
Fleming  and  is  a  Republican  weekly  newspaper  having  a 
circulation  of  about  nine  hundred.  These  papers  receive  a 
liberal  patronage  of  the  business  men  and  are  good  exam- 
ples of  a  thrifty  country  weekly. 

There  are  two  telephone  exchanges,  which  is  a  very  un- 
fortunate condition,  as  it  works  a  hardship  on  the  merchants 
and  business  men  generally,  who  are  compelled  to  have  both 
phones. 

Vitrified  brick  walks  have  the  preference  in  Braymer, 
althoug'h  there  are  many  nice  granitoid  walks,  while  the  pre- 
vailing street  crossing  is  of  wood. 

Braymer  seemingly  lacks  public  enterprise,  due  perhaps 
to  the  fact  that  its  business  men  are  engrossed  in  individual 
business  affairs  and  enjoying  a  large  degree  of  prosperity 
and  do  not  take  the  time  to  consider  the  public  enterprise 
because  of  pressing  individual  business. 

Of  course  the  fact  must  be  taken  into  consideration  that 
Braymer  has  sprung  into  existence  in  the  past  twenty  years 
and  has  not  developed  as  other  towns  of  like  size  but  older 
in  years. 

The  people  are  hospitable.  Men,  women  and  children 
greet  the  stranger  on  the  street  much  the  same  as  they  do 
an  acquaintance,  a  peculiarity  that  makes  him  feel  at  home 
and  compels  a  comparison  between  Braymerites  and  the  in- 
habitants of  other  towns,  in  which  comparison  Braymer 
does  not  suffer. 

There  are  two  banks  located  here  and  have  a  very  sat- 
isfactory business  in  the  banking  line.  These  are  the  First 
National  Bank  and  the  Bank  of  Braymer. 


The  Bank  of  Bra  ymer  was  org^anized  in  1887  and  m 
1888,  S.  F.  Faraar,  the  present  cashier,  became  identified 
with  it  and  has  since  conducted  its  affairs  as  cashier.  This 
bank  has  never  failed  to  pay  its  semi-annual  dividend  and 
has  enjoyed  a  good  business  and  the  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple. Its  stockholders  and  directors,  a  list  of  whom  may  be 
seen  in  the  advertising  columns,  are  men  of  influence  and 
their  personalities  add  great  strength  to  this  bank. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Dalbey,  the  President,  is  also  engaged  in  the 
mercantile  business  and  has  one  of  the  largest  stocks  of 
g"eneral  merchandise  in  the  county  and  is  one  of  the  most 
substantial  and  influential  business  men  of  Braymer. 

The  bank  is  well  equipped  with  two  vaults,  protected  by 
electrical  appliances,  steel  lining  and  burglar  alarms  and 
is  a  member  of  the  American  and  the  Missouri  Bankers 
Association.  It  has  a  good  corps  of  officers  and  assistants. 
Mr.  Farrar  is  a  popular  and  efficient  cashier. 

Braymer  is  a  thriving  citj  of  the  fourth  class,  is  rap- 
idly extending  its  limits  and  shows  evidences  of  greater 
g-rowth. 

The  Mowder  addition  has  been  lately  platted  and  is 
the  largest  addition  that  ever  was  laid  out  to  any  town  in 
the  county,  containing  over  forty-five  acres,  composed  of 
twelve  blocKs  with  an  aggregation  of  143  lots  of  various 
dimensions.  It  lies  to  the  north  of  Braymer  and  the  lay 
of  the  land  is  such  as  to  make  beautiful  building  places 
and  already  a  large  number  of  lots  have  been  sold.  These 
fine  lots  aa^e  being  sold  at  very  reasonable  prices-. 

Mr.  C.  L.  Mowder  who  platted  this  addition,  is  also 
postmaster  and  exerts  a  strong  influence  for  the  upbuilding 
of  Braymer.  He  has  taken  great  interest  in  political  af- 
fairs and,  m  1895  was  Reading  Clerk  of  the  House,  being 
the  first  Republican  to  hold  that  position  since  reconstruc- 
tion days.  He  was  one  of  the  two  delegates  from  this  dis- 
trict to  the  National  Convention  that  nominated  McKinley 
and  Roosevelt  and  was  the  Missouri  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials, 


Mr.  Mowder  lias  also  been  a  very  successiul  newspaper 
man,  having  edited  The  Comet  ior  several  years  and  hav- 
ing- been  connected  with  several  i  ther  papers  from  time  to 
time. 


BRAY^IER  SCHOOL  BUILDING 


Braymer  claims  for  its  schools  the  highest  standard  of 
excellence  of  any  in  the  county.  Seven  teachers  are  era- 
ployed  and  about  350  pupils  are  in  attendance  of  whom  75 
are  from  neio-hboring-  districts,  who  come  here  to  take  ad- 
vantag"e  of  the  superior  facilities  oti'ered  by  this  school. 
Two  years  ag-o  a  new  building-  was  completed  at  a  cost  of 
$14,000  of  which  a  cut  appears  herein. 

In  hotel  accommodations,  Braymer  excels  any  other 
town  in  the  county,  having  the  best  equipped  hotel.  The 
Franklin,  of  which  a  cut  is  here  given,  is  a  four-story 
brick,  steam  heated  and  lighted  by  electricity.  Hot  and 
cold  water  apparatus  is  being  installed  and  the  house  is 
well  furnished  throughout, 

Mr.  J.  R.  Wilson,  the  present  proprietor,  has  demon- 
strated his  ability  to  care  for  the  hungry  wayfarer  and  has 


made  a  successful  landlord.  This  is  one  Of  the  best  hotels 
in  this  section  of  the  country,  Mr.  Wilson  has  been  in 
charge  about  four  years. 
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THE  FRANKLIN   HOTEL 

Braymer  is  the  home  of  one  of  the  popular  young  at- 
torneys of  the  county,  Mr.  L.  R.  Kautz,  who  is  a  Caldwell 
county  boy,  having  been  reared  in  the  vicinity  of  Hamil- 
ton. He  is  a  graduate  of  Kidder  Institute  and  has  also 
taken  the  law  course  at  Columbia.  He  has  an  in  increas- 
ing legal  business,  represents  some  of  the  best  insurance 
companies,  makes  collections,  loans,  etc.,  and  at  present 
he  is  city  attorney. 

In  connection  with  the  advance  of  Braymer  is  given  a 
cut  of  S.  M.  Coffinan  (the  Braymer  Jeweler  and  Optician) 
and  a  model  engine  built  by  him.  This  model  was  built 
for  the  J.  I.  Case  Thrashing  Machine  Co.,  of  Racine,  Wis., 
and  delivered  in  February  of  this  vear.     This  is  the  largest 


company  of  its  kind  in  the  world  and  has  just  completed  a 
new  office  building  that  is  claimed  to  bs  the  finest  in  the 
United  States,  and  this  model  is  now  on  display  in  its  win- 
dows and  is  a  remarkable  piece  of  mechanism.  It  repre- 
sents their  twelve  horse  power  traction  engine,  and  is  a 
perfect  working  model  of  the  same,  made  on  a  scal'e  of  one

and  a  half  inches  to  the  foot,  or  one-eighth  size.  It  is 
compos9d  of  3150  parts,  there  being  882  pieces  in  the  two 
rear  wheels  and  41  pieces  in  the  differential  gearing  It 
has  30  flues,  water  and  steam  guage,  governor  and  safety 
valve  and  whistle  and  is  just  as  complete  in  every  way  as 
the  engine  it  represents. 


Mr.  Coffman  has  surmounted  innumerable  difficulties 
in  this  work,  even  making*  most  of  the  tools  with  which  to 
do  the  work.  He  takes  especial  deligiit  in  work  that  to  the 
ordinary  mechanic  seems  impossible  and  no  task  is  too  dif- 
ficult for  him  to  attempt.  He  is  an  inventor  of  many  labor 
saving-  devices  and  ranks  among-  the  best  in  this  kind  of 
work.  He  is  now  at  work  on  a  model  separator  for  the 
same  company  and  will  also  build  another  engine.

There  are  five  churches  in  Braymer  of  which  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  has  much  the  strongest  membership,  having- 
about  225  members.     It  owns  a  good  brick  church  building- 


which  will  not  long*  suffice  for  this  denoirination  as  it  is 
too  small  for  a  church  of  this  membership  which  is  alive 
and  growing'.  ■ 

The  Baptists  are  next  in  point  of  numbers  and  1  ave 
somewhat  more  than  100  members  and  a  very  nice  frame 
building. 

The  United  Brethern  have  a  membership  of  fifty  and  a 
frame  building-. 

Thers  are  two  Christian  Churches,  the  original  Antioch 
church  becoming-  divided  on  the  question  of  an  organ  some 
live  years  ag-o.  Antioch  was  established  in  1875,  some 
eig-ht  years  before  the  town  was  started  and  now  has  a 
membership  of  about  40  and  worship  without  the  organ. 

The  other  members  organized  into  a  church  in  1901  and 
now  have  about  fifty  members,  a  good  frame  building-  and 
add  the  melodious  strains  of  the  organ  to  their  devotions.

Cowg-ill  is  a  prosperous  village  located  in  Lincoln 
Township,  located  on  the  Chicag-o,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
railroad,  55  miles  from  Kansas  City  and  about  six  miles 
east  of  Polo. 

Like  its  neighbor  on  the  east,  Braymer,  it  came  into 
existence  as  a  result  of  the  building-  of  the  railroad  and 
was  platted  in  March,  1887,  by  the  Milwaukee  Land  Co. 
which  has  also  laid  out  several  additions  since   that  time. 

During  the  past  two  or  three  years  the  town  has  seem- 
ingly, taken  a  new  lease  of  life  and  many  new  residences 
and  some  new  business  buildings  have  been  built  and  the 
place  has  taken  on  an  air  of  prosperity. 

Granitoid  walks  are  given  the  preference  in  C'owgill  and 
it  has  more  of  this  walk  than  towns  of  much  larger  popu- 
lation and  the  coming  summer  will  see  large  contracts  for 
this  work  completed. 


Cowgill  has  the  largest  single  business  Imilding  in  the 
county,  which  is  also  the  best  lurnished  hardware  store.

Mirabile,  a  pleasant  little  village,  is  situated  in  tliy 
western  part  of  the  county  and  is  the  next  oldest  town  in 
the  county,  being  laid  out  by  Wm.  E.  Marquam  in  184J). 
It  is  yet  without  any  town  or  villag-e  org-anization,  and,  in 
fact,  has  little  need  of  it,  for  its  citizens  are  inclined  to  the 
ways  of  peace  and  the  arm  of  the  law  is  seldom  invoked 
for  the  preservation  of  either  life  or  property  or  to  pre- 
serve th^  dig-nity  of  the  state. 

The  land  on  which  Mirabile  is  situated  was  entered  by 
John  Gregg-,  a  Mormon,  in  1836,  and  three  years  later 
when  he  lefti^for  Navoo,  111.,  the  land  was  bought  by  Mr. 
Marquam  who  also  purchased  a  stock  of  goods  and  a  log- 
building  at  Far  West  and  removed  them  to  the  sight  of  the 
store  building  no^  occupied  by  John  H.  Clark.  This  was 
known  as  "Marquana^  Store"  for  some  time,  but  other 
buildings  were  soon  built  and,  finally,  Mr,  Marquam  plat- 
ted and  laid  out  the  town  and  called  it  Mirabile, 


Until  the  building  of  the  Hannibal  &  St.  Joseph  K.  K.. 
Mirabile  merchants  hauled  their  goods  from  Camden,  on 
the  Missouri  and  Mirabile  became  quite  a  trading  point. 

During  the  war,  Mirabile  was  thoroughly  Union  in 
sympathies,  and  it  is  said  that  nearly  every  able-bodied 
man  did  service.'  It  was  here  that  Capt.  Johnson's  and 
Capt.  James's  Home  Guards  were  organized  in  18(il.  being 
the  first  to  organize  in  North  Missouri. 


L.    L.    FROST 

Mirabile  was  the  scene  of  some  stirring  events  during 
the  war.  The  Thrailkill  raid  in  1864,  is  perhaps  the  most 
notable.  Coming  from  Kingston  where  he  had  sacked  the 
town.  Thrailkill  })roceeded  to  plunder  Mirabile.    The  stoip 


of  Dr.  W.  H.  Crawford  was  entered  and  nearly  everythino- 
taken  or  destroyed.  The  safe  was  opened  where  $4,7H5  in 
cash  was  found,  over  half  of  which  was  money  belongin^^- 
to  different  parties  who  had  left  it  there  for  safe  keepin;^-. 
Crawford's  loss  was  $2,700  cash  and  $2,300  in  g'oods. 
Other  stores  were  pillaged  and  many  lost  considerable 
in  goods  and  cash  as  a  result  of  this  raid  while  some  were 
taken  prisoners  and  came  near  losing  their  lives. 

At  present,  Mirabile  has  three  general  stores,  a  drug 
store,  hotel,  mill,  blacksmith  shop  and  harness  shop  and 
several  nice  residences. 

The  Mirabile  school  employs  one  teacher,  has  about 
40  pupils  in  attendance  and  is  housed  in  a  commodious 
frame  building. 

There  are  two  frame  church  buildings,  the  one  belong- 
ing to  the  Presbyterians  and  the  other  to  the  M.  P.  and 
Baptist  congregations.  The  M.  P.  denomination  is  the 
stronger  here,  having  abont  65  members. 

The  I.  O.  O.  F.  is  the  strongest  lodge  with  a  member- 
ship of  80.  ■  T.  O.  Stinson  is  N.  G.  and  A.L.  Reed,  Sec'y. 

The  W.  O.  W.  have  65  members.  Geo.  A.  Umstott  is 
C.  C.  and  Fred  Cunningham,  Secretary. 

The  Knights  and  Ladies  of  Security  have  45  members. 
Walker  Sackman  is  President  and  Harry  Leighinger, 
Secretary. 

The  Daughters  of  Rebecca  have  45  members.  Mattie 
Hudson  is  N.  G.  and  Mrs.  Ella  Clark,  Secretary. 

The  Woodman  Circle  have  a  small  membership.  Mrs. 
B.  F.  Brazelton  is  Guardian  and  Mrs.  G.  A.  Umstott,  Clerk.

Nettleton  is  quite  a  village  on  the  Hannibal  and  St. 
Joseph  railroad  about  an  equal  distance  between  Hamil- 
ton and  Breckenridg-e. 

It  was  laid  out  undjr  the  namo  of  Gomsr  in  1808  but 
the  name  was  afterwards  changed  to  Nettleton.  It  has 
never  made  much  growth  and  the  outlook  is  not  bright, 
from  the  fact  of  theclose  proximity  of  other  towns.  It  has 
two  frame  church  buildings,  belonging-  respectively  to  the 
M.  P.  and  Baptist  denominations.  The  Christians  hold 
services  in  a  hall. 

The  schools  of  Nettleton  employ  two  teachers  and  have 
about  65  pupils. 

Nettleton  has  a  telephone  exchange  with  connection 
with  all  local  lines.
